At an early hour today only nine bodies 
had been recovered and sent to the mor- 
gue at South Amboy. Offiicials declar- 
ed that it might be several days before 
the death toll would be known deflin- 
itely. 


The cause of the disaster is not 


known, but several investigations were 
under way today. Rumors were circul- 
ated-that spies or alien 'enemies were 
responsible, but these were promptly dis- 
counted by officials. 


The extent of the property loss, has

The United States employment ser 


vice office \\as formally opened today at 
the location. 36 South Second street, 
with Examiner "^"ilham Schroeder, who 
was recentb appointed, in chaige. 
The local office is ready to receive 


applications of employers needing help 
and of laborers who desire employment. 
The success of the office depends on the 
co-operation of the local employers and 
employes. 
The opening of an office here should 


be of great benefit to the people of the 
district in its capacity of a clearing 
house for labor. The principal function 
will be to equalize the distribution of 
labor throughout Ohio. The home man 
ufacturers will receive every aid and 
every effort will be made to place the 
men here, and if not here, at least in 
the state Howe\er. special cases where 
men wish employment outside the state 
will be grien consideration.

Although the British are reported to

TO ASK INCREASE 
IN GAS PRICE HERE 


Company To Request 35c. 


Net for Fuel During Win- 
ter—Will File Schedule. 


Where are we to secure our fuel for 


the coming winter? Is a question that 
Interests everyone living In Newark 
and Vicinity. 
That there will be a 


shortage of gas and coal and the means 
of transporting It. there Is no question. 
The government has sent out several 
warnings to the people to lay In a sup- 
ply of coal for winter use. 
Gas is an ideal fuel, but Its cost of 


production, like that of every other 
commodity, has so greatly increased 
that the seller can no longer make a 
fair profit. If indeed he can meet the 
vast expense of drilling wells, purchase 
engines or compressors, and pipe for 
housing gas from the fields that pro 
duce it. This is especially true here in 
Newark. At one time Licking and ad 
joining counties were the greatest pro- 
ducing fields in the state, today this is 
not the case. \Ve noxv have to so far- 
ther for our gas and as a result it costs 
more to bring it to our homes. The pipe 
that goes into the well costs today 200 
per cent more than it did under normal 
conditions, while pipe for the pipe-line 
costs 250 per cent more. 
Gas engines and compressors cost 75 
per cent more. Boilers. 175 per cent: 
cordage-manila. 165 per cent; wire, 180 
per cent: drill rigs. 100 per cent: 
meters, formerly cost $7 each, now cost 
$10.50. an increase of 50 per cent; drill- 
ing machines. 100 per cent; belting, 50 
per cent: mallable iron, 125 per cent: 
cast iron. 165 per cent; brass valves. 175 
per cent: iron valves. 80 per cent—and 
many other items that on the average 
it costs to produce gas 101 per cent 
more today than it did a few years ago. 
War has made conditions abnormal 
for everybody and every business. But- 
ter formerly could be purchased at 15 
to 20 cents a pound. Today it brings 
60 to 70 cents a pound. All business 
concerns, except the utility companies, 
are readily dealt with on the basis of 
abnormal conditions. Every trade and 
industry has had to increase its selling 
prices in order to meet its increased buy- 
ing prices. 
For years public utilities companies 
have been made public regulation; that 
is, their rates have been fixed by either 
city or state. These rates have always 
been held down by constant critical se- 
curity, held down to minimtims as the 
public 
regulators 
have 
determined. 
Along comes the war and upsets every 
thing, turns our economic system up- 
side down and inside out. It sends the 
cost of doing1 business sky-high, any- 
where from 100 to 200 per cent. Bus- 
iness readily adjusts itself to meet the 
new conditions. It follows that natural 
gas rates which were barely 
high 
enough to afford a fair return on in- 
•\ estment under normal conditions must 
seek an adjustment to meet the de- 
mands of the abnormal or war times. 
Another cause for alarm in the gas 


situation is the great increase in dry 
holes drilled, indicating that gas is be- 
coming shorter in supply. The Logan 
Natural Gas and Fuel company in 1902 
drilled 47 natural gas, wells—four were 
dry holes, the remaining produced an 
average flow volume per well of 2,772,- 
000 cubic feet. In 1904,. 53 wells, eight 
dry holes, flow volume per well, 1,335,- 
000 cubic feet. 
In 1910, they drilled 


68 wells, 31 dry holes (over 45 per cent 
of wells drilled being dry), flow volume, 
2.0,30,000 cubic feet. A loss of over a 
half million cubic feet in eight years. In 
1917 
they drilled 95 wells. 43 of which 
were dry holes. The flow volume per 
well being an average of 2,266.000 cubic 
feet. 
This alone ought to be sufficient 
cause for an increase in the rate paid 
for natural gas, since nearly twice as 
many wells were drilled in 1917 as were 
drilled by this company 15 years ago 
and the production was over a half mil- 
lion cubic feet less per well, while the 
number of dry holes drilled was 1000 per 
cent more than drilled 15 years ago. 
In 
1916, it cost to drill a well 
$5.519.37. In 1917, it cost $10,781.21— 
nearly 100 per cent more. Natural gas 
15 years ago was wasted and as a re- 
sult "we are now suffering for our waste- 
ful practices. 
Other cities are paying a much high- 
er rate than the people of Newark are 
now paying. 
Take, for illustration. 
Muncie, Ind.. 70c: Hartford City, 70c: 
Fairmont. 70c; Richmond. 70c. The fol- 
lowing Ohio cities: Oberlin. 45c; Cres- 
ton, 35c net; London. 35c net; Xenia, 
35c net .and numerous others. 


The district court of the United 
States in a recent decision in Kansas 
increased the rates at Atchison from 25c 
to 60c; Leavenworth. Topeka, Kansas 
City, and a number of other cities in 
Kansas and Missouri, were increased 
from 25c to 60c per 1000 cubic feet. 
This data is given you to show you 
that in other fields the government has 
recognized the fact that in order that 
the company keep up its service and 
continue to drill wells to supply you 
with nautral gas that a just and rea- 
sonable price be paid for it by the con- 
sumer. 


Now. is it just to expect the Newark 
Natural Gas and Fuel company to con- 
tinue at the present rate to supply you 
with natural gas?

It is cheaper even at 40c per loflo 
cubic feet than coal at the present 
prices, it will be well to consider this 
ami grant them an increa.sc over the 
present price.

ers who although very short of help 
left the fields and crops and went out 
to solicit the sale of bonds. The Ameri- 
can people, he said, cared more for their 
boys and their fireside than all their 
dollars and no greater heroism has ever 
been shown than by the boys of Amer- 
ica and their allies. He stated that the 
work would continue until everyone had 
been visited and given an opportunity 
to subscribe, so that good old Licking 
county could maintain its excellent 
record of always going over the top 
whene\er called upon. He next called 
for reports from the division command- 
ers for the city and township. 
As the various reports were read they 
were greeted with cheer after cheer and 
when the city was in in Its entirety it 
was seen that it would fall short by sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars. The 
county report demonstrated that the 
county had almost gone -over the top 
and will exceed its quota when all the 
districts have reported in full. Several 
of the country districts exceeded the 
quota and the reports from others were 
only partial. Lima township, including 
Pataskala village, with a quota of J68,- 
639, did not make a report last night, 
but will undoubtedly exceed the quota 
when it sends in its report.

With the American Army North- 
west of Verdun, Friday, Oct. 4.—In the 
attack made yesterday east of the Ar- 
gonne forest the corps holding the mid- 
dle of the American line met with most 
determined resistance during the day. 
The Americans advanced behind a ter- 
rific barrage fire. This bombardment 
of the enemy lines began at 5:30 o'clock 
twenty two shells falling each minute 
along the German lines. 
This was 


gradually increased to fifty per minute 
at 6:45 o'clock. 


The American fire had hardly begun 
to slacken when the German batteries 
began to speak and the enemy machine 
guns commenced to impede the ad 
vance of the Americans. Nevertheless 
the troops in the center moved stead 
ily ahead. They fought their way 
through Cierges, which they had shar 
ed for several days with the enemy 
and before noon had driven the Ger 
mans out of Gesnes. 


In front of Romagne lies the strong 
est German line in this sector. 
It is 
a long, intricate entrench which is 
built on a curving line so that each 
end of it enfilades any force that at 
tacks another portion. 


The American troops in the left kept 
in perfect touch with the center and 
rapidly cleaned up Exeraiont and Che- 
hery and captured Fleville. By noon 
they had mopped up La Viergette and 
Le Menil farm as well as the Grange 
farm. They-had also taken Hill 240. 
This advance had just been as rapid 
as that of the troops farther to the 
east, notwithstanding the fact 
that 
they went over the top at 5:30 o'clock 
without any artillery preparation and 
handed the Germans a big surprise. 
Just south of Chehery the general 


advance was slowed up by a German 
counter-attack 
and American

east of Geranlmerc in Lorraine with a 
itrong party. The attack was a total 
failure. 
The German party comprised 6(1 men 


and every member of it who reached 
he American lines was either killed 
or captured. Five wounded prisoners 
remained in the hands of toe Amer- 
icans.

American guns fell thick along the 
front and ammunition dumps every- 
where were exploded when the shells 
reached them. 


Visibility was very poor all day and 


American aviators were not able to 
render much help to the artillery. The 
men at the guns could not even see 
the American advance at all points 
during the morning. 
American and 
German machines, consequently, flew 
unusually low and suffered from anti- 
aircraft fire. 


On the center of the line fell the 
bulk of the work. 
It was here that 
the deepest advance of the deepest ad- 
vance of the day had been planned. 


On the right the troops operating 
northward along the Meuse met with 
hardly and resistance at first and eas- 
ily pushed up ot the^ outskirts of Brie- 
ulls. German artillery on the east side 
of the river however soon opened up 
an enfilading fire which not only af- 
fected the extreme right of the Amer- 
ican line but carried far over toward 
the center. - 


All of the areas back of the Amer- 
icans were subjected 
to an intense 
bombardment before the attack had 
been going on very long. After cross- 
ing No Man's Land and getting into 
the enemy defenses, the American in- 
fantry was met with machine gun fire 
which was intense all along the line. 
The fighting was so bitter everywhere 
that the number of prisoners taken fell 
far below the total of the first days of 
the last two drives - Among those 
brought in were some belonging to 
naval units, showing 
that reinforce- 
ments had hurriedly been thrown in 
against the American attack. 


Tanks played a prominent part in 
the battle, especially on the left of the 
line near the Argonne forest, where 
the advance was quite rapid. 
These machines were able to get over 
the ground easily because the mud has 
dried out considerably. During the past 
days the co-operation of the tanks with 
the infantry has been perfect.
